THE POLL TAX AMENDMENT. 


Hon. George B. Terrell sends to 
the News some strong arguments 
in favor of the poll tax amend­ 
ment, 
The first argument is that 
the rule requiring at least a small 
contribution to keep up the public 
institutions is right; that no man 
has a right to demand and receive 
protection from his Government, Ujea. 
on his person or 
properey, Rho 
does not contribute his share to­ 


w a r d the support of that Govern­ 


ment. 
The ammendment is approved 
in the second place, because it will 
tend ‘‘lo purify the ballot box by 
excluding the element from voting 
who are too indolent to pay a poll 
tax, 
and who have so little in ­ 
fluence that no man could abord to 
pay 
the 
tax for their political 
favors.” 
The proposed ammendment is 
favored, in the third place, from a 
financial standpoint. 
It will in ­ 
crease the revenue without oppress­ 
ing anybody in the least, and will

23.—The Intima­ 
tion receiv ed here that King Oscar, 
Who is acting as the arbitrator of the 
Issues between 
the 
United 
States, 
Germany and Great Britain, growing 
out of the Samoan rebellion of 1899, 
will decide the facts presented to him 
in the briefs, which have been pend* 
Ing for nearly a year, warrant him 
In proceeding to assess the damages 
sustained by foreign residents of Sa* 
mea as a result of the landing of a 
combined 
force of 
American 
and 
British sailors and marines and the 
destruction of property 
incident to 
the ensuing fight with the rebels in 
favor of Germany, is not relished by 
the administration. 
By the terms of the treaty under 
which the three powers agreed to sub­ 
mit these claims to arbitration, the 
arbitrator was first to declare wheth­ 
er or not the Americans and British 
were at all liable for damage, and, if 
so, then he was to determine 
the 
amount of that liability. 
He has, it 
is understood, concluded to decide 
the first question in the affirmative, 
though It is stated here that no offi­ 
cial notice to that effect has yet been 
conveyed to our government. 
The next step is to fix the amount 
of the 
damages, and this must be 
done by King Oscar upon the basis 
of the facts to be presented by the 
representatives of 
the governments 
concerned. 
The German claims are 
far larger than the others, amounting 
to 
$103,918, 
while 
the 
American 
claims are $77,605 
and the British 
only $6285, 
There are claims of na­ 
tions not a party to the arbitration 
that may be included in the final 
j Judgment, but these are not of much 
I consequence.
